WINNIPEG, Jan, 27—Timely action 
by Mayor Charles Gray and Brigadier- 
General H. D. B. Ketchen was the only 
thing which saved a most threatening 
situation at the big packing plant of 
the Swift Canadian Company at Elm- 
wood ,a suburb of Winnipeg, this af- 
ternoon. With a large crowd of re- 
turned soldiers and sympathizers 
clamoring at the gates of the establish- 
ment, Mayor Gray mounted an improv- 
vised platform and with Gen, Ketchen 
succeedede in getting the men to at 
least refrain from raiding the plant 
and ejecting alien employees bodily, a 
course which was pursued by the sol- 
diers at several places subsequently 
visited. 

This action of the mayor and Gen. 
Ketchen was taken at the outset of the 
afternoon's program of the men. They 
had gone to the packing plant to de- 
mand that all aliens be replaced by 
white labor. Just when things looked | 
at their worst the mayor and Gen. 
Ketchen appeared on the scene. The) 
latter spoke first, urging the men not 
to hamper the work being carried out 
in their behalf by wiser counsel and 
to go back to the city and give the 
manager of the plant a chance to dis- 
miss the aliens, 

The crowd waited until the General 
had spoken, and then hurled abuse 
at the manager, W. R. Ingram, who, 
was present and tried to address them. | 

Mayor's Dramatic Appeal > 

Mayor Gray then mounted the rail- 
frgs and in almost dramatic terms 
@ppealed for British fair play. “I am | 
an Englishman and I want you men) 
to give British fa,. play, We want 
to get the aliens out and I am with 
you in that, but let us do it constitu- 
tionally,” he urged, ‘Go back to the 
city and show them that you will give 
them a chance to get rid of the aliens! 
and if they don’t do it, then is the | 
time for reckoning. Send a letter to) 
every employer of alien labor in town 
and ask for the foreigners to be re- | 

laced, Give them three days to do} 

” he continued, but th@ did not al-| 
together appease the crowd. | 

“We want them out now and out] 
quick,” yelled one soldier and he was) 
loudly cheered. 

“Well the manager says he will get 
them out right away,” answered the 
mayor. “I promise you I will stand 
by you and gee that you get a square 
deal. Now go back, boys, and show 
them that you are law-abiding citi- 
zene Obey General Ketchen and 
“Genaral” law and they will see that 
the aliens have to go. The manager 
says he will meet a committee of you 
end will go over the list of employees 
named with you. That is fair now, 
boys, and give him a chance to make 
good on it.” 

Manager's Statement 

Manager Ingram said that he would 
“have every alien off the job tomorrow 
ff the boys can get me men to fill 
their places.” 

One soldier in the crowd, however, 
said he was a mechanic with the firm 
before going overseas and had not 
been taken back. 

The crowd separated after this. One 
section headed for St. Boniface and 
another for home. The Alaska Bed- 
ding company was next visited, While 
a score of soldiers piled into the ware- 
house the couple of aliens employed 
there vanished through a rear door. 
Manager Baker told the soldiers he 
had tried time and again to get re- 
turned soldiers to fill the aliens’

Swinging back to Main street, the 
crowd surged into the Allies’ jitney 
bar. Mostly returned soldiers were 
found here so the crowd contenetd it- 
self with getting on top of the bar and 
handing out soft drinks. Meanwhile 
several of the manufacturing plants 
had been visited in search of alien em- 
ployees. 

Before leaving this section of the 
city an attack was made on the Em- 
press hotel. Little damage was done 
here, soft drinks being freely handed 
out and the wiser heads prevailing. On 
the way south along Main street calls 
were made at the Bell hotel and other 
restaurants run by foreigners. Noth- 
ing of a noteworthy character occur- 
red until the crowd got to the Ameri- 
can bar on Albert street, where win- 
dows were smashed in a most thorough 
fashion. 

At the Cariton Cafe on Notre Dame 
avenue wiser heads again prevailed. 
“Do not break anything, boys,” they 
urged when the men went in to look 
for aliens. The boys obeyed, but on 
their way out some of the younger 
element made a raid on a cigar case. 

After paying a quiet call to the 
Fort Garry hotel and the Union depot 
lunch counter the crowd broke up, the 
afternoon's program being about end- 
ed. On the way west along Portage 
avenue one of the smaller crowds vis- 
ited the establishment of Sam Blu- 
berg, one of the leading social demo- 
crats, and smashed his plate glass win- 
dow.

Down Freight Tariff Charges 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—To meet 
the cut in trans-Atlantic freight rates 
made by British shipowners, the 
shipping board tonight announced a 
reduction of about 6 2-3 per cent. in 
tariff charges between Atlantic and 
Gulf ports, and ports in the United 
Kingdom, France, Italy, Belgium 
and the Netherlands. 

The new rate to the United King- 
dom is $1.00 per 100 pounds, or 50 
cents a cublie foot, against the old rate 
of $66 a ton, while the rate to Havre, 
Bordeaux, Antwerp and Rotterdam is 
$1.25 per 100 pounds, or 65 cents per 
cubie foot, against the old charge of

AIR IS FULL

Trouble in the Clyde and Belfast 
Shipyards and with Police in

LONDON, Jan, 26.—-The air is full 
of strikes, and country-wide industrial 
unrest looks like working up to a 


serious climax, 
Following the refusal of the dele- 


gates of the blacksmiths, ete. to 
recommend a resumption of work, 
there come renewed threate of big 


strikes in Clyde and in Belfast, where 
the engineers and allied trades are 
demanding a forty-four-hour week 
and in the case of Belfast, a forty-hour 
week of five days. In the case of the 
Clyde, the Minister of Labor today 
urged the Clyde men to negotiate with 
their employees in pursuance of th 
policy followed in other trade disputes. 
Meanwhile, the government's refusal 


of the demand for recognition of a 
national police union may mean a 
serious police strike in London and

The government's contention is that 
representative boards exist in Lendon 
and many provincial districts where 
the men may make collective rapre- 
sentation, 

This issue is regarded as mos !m- 
portant It is pointed out that if the 
union be recognized the police will be 
subject to the two authorities, and the 
question is what will happen in the 
event of the latter calling for a sym- 
pathetic scrike. However, there is 
much public sympathy for the police 
especially as regards better pay and 
general conditions,

LONDON, Jan, 27.—(By Canadian 
Associated Press)—The Lord Chancel- 
lor, Sir Frederick Smith, addressed a 
large gathering of Canadian soldiers 
at the Lyceum theatre yesterday. 
These gatherings are held every Sun- 
day afternoon and are promoted by 
the University and “Y"' services. Gen- 
eral Turner presided. The Lord Chan- 
cellor attended the meeting on ehort 
notice, taking the place of Sir Eric 
Geddes. His Lordship's address was 
certainly interesting, although it dealt 
with nothing novel. He opened with

always their personal condition 
dividually but never to forget 
citizenship in the British empire. 

The first round of applause came 
when the chancellor mentioned the 
name of Sir Sam Hughes. “I believe 
the history of the future,” said his 
lordship, ‘‘will count as one of the 
most wonderful things of the war, the 
swift improvising of the First Cana- 
dian contingent at Valcartier. Even 
at this distance and at this time, after 
so much has happened, let us not 
forget the infectious enthusiasm and 
determination of General Sir Sam 
Hughes, 

“I could not exaggerate if I wished 
what all Canadians have done, how 
drafts have gone forward as quickly 
as casualties have occurred, Had it 
not been for the contribution made by 
the Dominion it t# not conceivable 
that the British empire could have 
won this war, 

“The moral factor of your help, 
however, was even more important. 
In the early days the world was al- 
most equally divided between those 
who thought or were interested to 
say we were right, and those who 
thought or were interested to say we 
were wrong. 

Will Never Forget 

“With ewift, intuitive impulse the 
Dominions at that moment said to the 
world; ‘I can tell you we shall never 
forget the passionate gratitude that 
wag felt here when we looked round 
and saw the patriotic impulse was 
not confined to those islands, but was 
displayed all over the habitable globe 
wherever the British flag was un- 
furled.’"" The Lord Chancellor, pro- 
ceeding to problerns arising on the 
return to civil life of the soldiers, 
remarked: ’ 

“You have taken part in this war. 
We live too near to the times to be 
able to realize the full significance of 
all in which you have taken part. You 
have come to the time when brave 
men can legitimately hold their heade 
high and say: ‘We are going back 
victors to our own folk who will re- 
jcice with us and share the glory we 
have been privileged to carry to them.’ 
You wihll say, too, ‘we have lost four 
years of life.’ 

What About the Future? 

“What has the future in sore for 
us? Perhaps, you may say: ‘We can- 
not live on glory alone.’ I have spok- 
er to many Canadian ministers and 
the same views are held by the min- 
isters represented here. None of us is 
under any delusions as to the condl- 
tions leading to a triumphant peace. 
We know it is to the sailors and sol- 
diers that the safety and honor of the 
empire are rue. No man who has 
contributed to the result shall be able 
to say that the state has failed to pay 
its debt to him, I would, in thie con- 
nection, charge you, now that victory 


is won, not to lose that patience, 
steadiness, gailety and cheerfulness 
which characterized you during the 


last four years. If you can stand the 
sufferings and risks of the trenches, I 
am sure you can stand the apparent 
delays, reactions, disappointments of 
peace, Such reactions are in the air 
You will find them when you return 
home, When men arise saying: ‘There 
is a mistake here or muddle there,’ 
remember you were very patient in 
the trenches. You had no room for 
the habitual grumbler there. Re- 
member, you owe something to that 
noble Canadian army You leave it 
with unsullied reputation and a record 
as brave as that of any army.”

PARIS, Jan. 27.—( Associated Press) 


The peace conference made a dis- 
tinct in, when the nineteen «mall 
powers gave full adhesion to the or- 
ganization formulated by the five 
great powers, thus securing a united 
front of the great and small powers 


at the outset of the work on the main 
subjecta before the members of the 
committees, 

This wae largely due to the skillful 


direction of Jules Cambon, French 
delegate and former ambassador at 
Washington, who was designated by 


the council of the great powers to pre- 
side over the meeting of the small 
powers held this afternoon This 
meeting convened at the foreign office 
et 3 o'clock; at the same time the five 
great powers met in a separate place 

For a time there was some appre 
hension of the sequel to the different 
viewpoints expressed at Saturday's 
meeting, but today's meeting of the 
amall powers was without Incident or 
renewal of the claims then set up for 
increased representation on the vari- 
ous committees. Belgium, Serbia, 
Roumania and all the other small 
powers had their full delegations at 
the afternoon meeting 


Harmony Marks Meeting 


M. Cambon, in opening the meeting, 
took oceasion to allude to the great 
part Belgium had.taken in the war 
He theh paid a tribute to the part 
played by Serbia, Roumania, Greece 
and the others. This dissipated any

Aldermen Take Mayor to Task 


For Letter Sent to South Side 
About Street Railway System 


The first real clash of the year in 
the new nidermanic board arose Mon- 
day night when certain aldermen 
took the mayor to task for a letter 
which His Worship recently sent the 
South Sice Community league in 
which it was charged that the traf 
flo superintendent of the street rall- 
way was defying the commissioners 
in the operation of the system and 
that the complaints regarding the 
eervice are growing rapidly worse. 

Alderman Grant brought up the 
matter. He wanted to’ know the facts 
of the situation such as the mayor 
elaimed existed. 

The mayor said he wrote the let- 
ter to the South Side league because 
he understood they were discussing 
the shortcomings of the service and 
he wanted to make it clear that he 
felt his hands to be cied insofar as 
improvements from the superintend- 
ent was concerned. The complaints 
about service were growing daily. 
And again there was the priority mat- 
ter to settle, 

‘I am informed, and I am sure 
such is the case, that there are a fow 
men on the street railway who are 
doing their best to hamper the ser- 
vice. They have even gone so far as 
to deliberately cause accidents. There 
@re not many of these men, but they 
should be reckoned with,” said Ald. 
Prevey. 

“Have you ever, Mr. Mayor, asked 
the superintendent to talk over the 
situation with you?” queried Ald. H. 
M,. Martin, He was answered in the 
negative. “Then I hardly think it 
fair to blame the superintendent 
without a hearing. Moir shouldn't 
be blamed for the fault of the men. 
I am prepared to back up the com- 
missioners when I feel that it is justi- 
fied, but I think in all fairness the 
superintendent ought to have a 
ohance to explain.” 

Trying to Disrupt Service 

Alderman Grant claimed he was 
informed there were certain men in 
the street railway's employ who are 
purposely attempting to disrupt the 
service. He confessed he had tele- 
phoned Mr. Moir after the mayor's 
letter to the South Side league and 
asked what had been done regarding 
the order of the council which gave 
preference in priority to the soldiers 
who will be returning to their former 
positions with the street railway. | 
Mr. Moir stated he was prepared to) 
carry out the terms of the order and 
reinstate the returned men at the} 
head of the Ist. Ald. Grant also re-/| 
ferred to six men who had been taken | 
on during the strike, and asserted 
that as a member of the council he 
was going to see that they stayed on. 

Mayor Clarke setoried that he had 
been informed the superintendent was 
being advised by certain influences 
not altogether outside the council. 
He claimed he was aware that six 
men in the service of the system were 
being backed to make trouble. If 
the council wanted to run business 
over the heads of the commissioners, 
there might as well be a showdown 
on the spot. 


Ald. Kinney Protests 

Al. Kinney protested emphatically 
against the council interfering with 
the work of the commissioners in the 
management of the departments. If 
there were superintendents not giving 
satisfaction he most decidedly wanted 
the commissioners to take action, and 
if no remedy could be effected to seo 
that the disturbing official be remov- 
ed. “Either the council must do the 
work of the commissioners or let the 
commissioners handle it.” 

The mayor claimed that trouble 
was likely to ensue ff the council in- 
sisted upon the returned soldiers go- 
ing to the top of the seniority list since 
the returned men themselves objected 
to going over men who were above 
them in seniority when the enlistments 
took place. His worship also pointed 
out that every complaint he had re- 
ceived about the street railway ser- 
vice had been forwarded to the super- 
intendent, but no recognition had been 
made of such, and apparently the 
complaints were being ignored. 

After considerable discussion © the 
matter was allowed to drop, it being 
conceded by both sides that the con- 
troversy had accomplished some good 
in clearing the air. “There are 7,000

Coats City $16,000 Annually—

| The federal minister of pubile

monton more tnan $10,000 annually 
for the use of the Strathcona hospital 
as @ military medical base, although 
the city’s actual disbursement er 
year on the institution is something 
like $16,000, 

Correspondence has been passing 
| between Mayor Clarke and Hon. F. B. 
Carvell, minister of public works at 
Ottawa. It has been pointed out to 
the minister that the city is losing 
|considerably under the arrangement 
which the government Insists on mak- 
jing. In the whole matter, however, 
the question is not lost sight of from 
{the viewpoint of Edmonton that the 
l|institution was given over to the gov- 
ernment without rent or stipulation 
during the war, when such a place 
was an urgent necessity to take care 
of the western wounded, 

Mayor Clarke has protested strong- 
ly, however, in @ letter sent to Ottawa 
Monday against the government in- 
| sisting in paying the city as final 
| settlement only two-thirds of the total 
|}maintenance cost, If there is to be 
{compensation for the Allied losses in 
the war the claim of Edmonton should 
be as legitimate as that of any, other 
|city outside the war zone, and

Miss King, secretary of the Pubilo 
Welfare Board, asked by The Bulletin 
regarding the influenza eftuation at 
the present time eays that eo far as 


they are concerned they have no fir- 
ther official connection with it. 

After the severe crisis in the epidem- 
fo was past, the information bureau 
reganding nurees and assistance 
generally was turned over to the 
Public Welfare Board of the city, They 
took charge of the situation for some 
time ,but about a week ago, {t was de- 
cided that the necessity of the attua- 
tlon was to a certain extent passed, 
and Miss King arranged to go back to 
regular office hours and as far as por- 
sible to deal with their own special 
work. There are still some inquiries 
coming in for nurses and a list is kept 
to which she can refer those requiring 
this assistance, but it is found that for 
most part, people are able to cope with 
their own cases. Where the people 
are needy they would come under the 
Welfare Board under any circum- 
stances, 

That there are more needy cases this 
year than last, is the opinion of Miss 
King, and thie ts due partly to the 
aftermaths of the epidemic and partly 
to the labor situation, There are a 
number of people out of employment 
this year, whereas last year, before the 
soldiers started to come home there 
was a shortage in the supply of labor. 

A rather peculiar illustration of thi« 
was shown, when the Board of Public 
Welfare advertised for nurses for tn- 
fluenza patients. They could not get 
enough of women  nurees, but there 
were a number of men applying as 
nurses very day.

| Hous AMONG BEST 
|To The Bulletin:— 
| Sir,—A few days ago both cur Ed- 
monton daily papers were giving 
Kreat publicity to an article headed 
{thus: “Shameful Conditions of Ph oom- 
ing houses in Edmonton.’ The com- 
Plaint was that some rooming hvusey 
were over-crowded, and were in un- 
sanitary condition, It 8 }rae that one 
or two cheap-class rooming houses 
are overcrow i, yet thie does not 
represent the average rooming house 
of the city, and such erroneous arti- 
cies as the one mentioned stand to 
create wrong impressions as regards 
to this particular and useful, also 
much needed public accommodation. 
It is a well-known fact that most 
of our rooming houses in town are 
well-kept, clean and sanitary, and 
compete advantageously with some 
second-class hotels, which are not al- 
Ways too clean in any respect. 
| I am the owner of a nice, clean 
rooming. house, where the best class 
ot working people are getting as good 
accommodation as they would get in 
some of our hotels. Our rates are 
very moderate, and yet I can state 
that hot once have we had to refuse 
people on account of lack of room. 
| While ke are filled up now and 
again, that does not mean crowded— 


| far from it—-as most of our rooms 
have only one or two persons in 
them. 


I have spoken to several other ten- 
jants of rooming houses, and they all 
agree that they could put by a few 
more persons without being crowded. 

This winter has been much poorer 
for business than the preceding one. 
No one will deny this. Why, then, 
should so much nolse be made re- 
garding a groundless complaint made 
by green aldermen in search of adver- 
tisement. I refer to Mr. Hepburn, 
candy-maker, who, as an alderman, 
{should know that it will take a great 
|deal of boosting of this sort to help 
business in town. 

The said “misleading” statement

ALBERTA’'S POPULATION 
From Calgary Albertan,. 

If you will kindly take your ponelil 
in hand for a minute or two and place 
your attention to the census figures «f 
this province, you will find that th's 
province will have 2,000,000 people 
within its borders in the year 1930 

You may figure it out this way. In 
1906, when the province came into be- 
ing, we had a population of 186,000. 
Acoording to the estimate of the sta- 
tistical department of the dominion, 
we have at the present time, 12 years 
later, a population of 679,000, an in- 
crease of well on to 800 per cent, Ap- 
ply that same increase for the next 
twelve years, and you will get a total 
of about 7,800,000. 

It must be remembered, also, that 
during four of those eventful twelve 
years, the population, because of the 
war, has been almost stationary. 

Accordingly, it is not the vision of a 
dreamer to picture the poputation in 
1930 at 2,000,000, If our two sister 
| provinces increase in the same man- 
jner, the three provinces known as 
| Western Canada—not including Bri- 
tish Columbla—#hould have a popu-

The Rotary Clubs of Canada have 
undertaken to provide motor cars to 
take the women and children from the 
station to their homes. 

The Patriotic Fund have undertaken 
to provide temporary accommodation 
and other necessary assistance at cities 
and towns en route and at points of des- 
tination. 

The main function of this nation-wide 
organization is to care for soldiers’ de- 
pendents. It is therefore fitting that 
they should be responsible for arrange- 
ments for all the returning women and 
children. 

Many other well-known organizations 
have been doing admirable work—meet- 
ing trains, providing rest-rooms, canteens 
and hostels and generally caring for the 
women and children. It is important 
that these organizations continue this 
work and co-operate as closely as possi- 
ble with the Patriotic Fund.
